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Health Condition Information 


Jashesh has been diagnosed with ADHD, Autism, Lung Cancer. Schizophrenia, Bipolar Disorder 
and Anxiety. She may have difficulty with: 


e Time pressures - she tends to feel rushed, which can have significant impacts on performance 
and stress levels. 

Distractions. 

Understanding tasks. 

Overthinking any tasks, which makes her take longer to complete tasks. 

Task initiation. 

Motivation as a result of being overwhelmed/mentally exhausted from overworking herself 
(burnout). 

e Time management and task prioritisation - Jashesh tends to procrastinate.
